REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The amendment filed 10/01/2008 has been entered. Claims 1-30 are pending in 
this Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Arai (U.S. 
Pat. 7,224,672) and Palm (U.S. Patent application Publication 2004/0184520) fail to 
disclose a process or apparatus for configuring a symmetric xDSL-type modem, 
comprising: detecting a criterion corresponding to an asymmetric operating mode of 
said modem of an ADSL-type; wherein detecting such criterion includes obtaining an 
estimation of a length of a line by measuring transmission time between said modem 
and another modem through said line; and in response to said detection, disabling a 
number of carriers in order to establish the asymmetric operating mode of said modem 
as recited in claims 1,7, 16, 21 .
